The GJB expropriates $1,100 from the Juanita branch of 
the Old National Bank on September 8, 1977. 


On September 19, $8,200 is expropriated from the Skyway 
branch of People's National Bank by the GJB. 


An incendiary bomb fails to ignite at Westlund Buick 
dealership on October 8. This GJB action is taken in sup- 
port of the long strike by the Seattle automotive machin- 
ists and against Westlund in particular because he is head 
of the Auto Dealer's Association. 


l On October 12, a pipebomb damages S. L. Savidge's auto 
dealership. This GJB action is also taken in support of the 
six-month-long strike. Savidge is chosen from the 52 struck 
dealerships because of his role in union-busting attempts. 


GJB communique issued. 


A firebomb on October l5th destroys several new cars at 
BBC Dodge in Burien. 


On October 18 over 80 slashed tires discovered at 
Eastlake Foothill Ford. The FBI receives letter from GJB 
taking credit for recent actions against auto dealers. 


Around 9 p.m., November Ist, a pipe bomb destroys a 
Mercedes-Benz and does other damage at Phil Smart's Bellevue 
dealership. This GJB action is a demonstration of support 
and solidarity with the Red Army Faction in Germany, three 
of whose members were just murdered in prison by West German 
authorities. The blast occurs shortly after a woman identi- 
fying herself as Rita Brown of the Brigade calls radio sta- 
tion KZAM to say the bombing is dedicated to people fighting 
in the streets of Europe and the RAF in Germany. Later, an 
FBI trap on in-coming calls to KZAM is made public. GJB 


communique issued. 
The political statement of the GJB, THE POWER OF THE 


PEOPLE IS THE FORCE OF LIFE, a 28-page document, is issued 
on November 3. 
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On Friday, November 4th, Rita Brown is arrested by the 
FBI at 1:30 p.m., after she is spotted at a bank by a stake- 
out. Knowing she is being followed, Rita deliberately leads 
agents away from the GJB safehouse. She's charged with five 
counts of bank robbery in Oregon. 


Back at the house other members of the GJB are listen- 
ing to radio scanners. at 3:15 p.m., when word comes across 
that the FBI has requested Seattle police to impound Rita's 
car. Realizing Rita's dog's rabies tag could lead the FBI 
directly to them, GJB get together what they can carry. 
They are gone by the time the FBI encircles the house, lobs 
tear gas in and calls through a bull horn for anyone inside 
to surrender. FBI claims to find much material in the 
house.' Also, they,.seize a red pick-up truck in addition to 
Rita's car. 


On Sunday, November 6, a car registered to a GJB member 
is found abandoned a block from the downtown bus station. 
Tn the course of Rita's bust, three vehicles are lost and 
the GJB later reveals they lost 90 percent of their equip- 
ment. 


November 18, Rita Brown pleads innocent to bank robbery. 


On Friday, December 23rd, a pipe bomb explodes inside a 
Renton power sub-station, but the blast fails to do any dam- 


age. GJB communique issued. 


On Christmas Day another blast, this one in Kent, does 
some damage to a truck involved in the auto dealership 
strike. This GJB action is taken to protest the unsafe con- 


ditions at the King County Jail. GJB open letter issued. 


Rita Brown pleads guilty to one count of bank robbery 
on January 11, 1978, and the government drops the other 
charges. 


On January 23rd, Rita Brown is transferred to women's 
prison in West Virginia. Reports indicate she is put in the 
hole, solitary confinement. 


Over 50 cars are damaged with an acid-type spray at 
three Seattle auto dealerships on January 25. $2,000 damage 
is done at Huling Brother's Buick-Opel. Similar damage 
reported at Gene Fiedler Chevrolet. And at Frank Hawkin's 
Buick-Opel over $3,000 in damage is inflicted.

Eavesdrops 
on the FBI

As the holiday season approaches, most of us 
begin thinking about gifts for relatives and friends. 
I always like to look for a gift that's a bit offbeat. 
And there are many possibie selections to make 
from within the various hobby radio fields. 

Consider, for example, one of the new pro- 
grammable scanners that have been introduced 
recently. Two really outstanding ones come to mind. 
These are the Electra Model 210 and the “Touch” by 


Regency. What's really unuswal about these two ra- 
` dios is the feature that allows the listener to search 


for new, unknown signals. Imagine being able to 
eavesdrop on the local police, the CIA or the FBI. 
You can do it with these fantastic radios. 

The scanners are capable of being set to just 
about any frequency range that’s used for two-way 
radio. Once set to the “search” position, they seek out 
signals, lock onto them, and record the frequency on 
a digital readout. Then, the frequency can be pro- 
grammed onto a specific channel by pushing the 
“Set” button, and the scanner goes on its way, seeking 
out more radio signals. 

Half the fun is finding the frequencies being 
used, and the other half ts listening to what's taking 
place on them. i 

Both radios list in the $300 to $400 range, but 
retail prices vary.

TO THE COURT 


i am a member of a revolutionary organization known as 
the George Jackson Brigade. This group of freedom fighters 
has and most certainly will continue to expropriate the 
funds necessary to promote guerrilla warfare in amerikkka. 
This means that the GJB robs banks to heip finance other 
revolutionary activities. This tactic is by no means new or 
the result of any individual illness. This sickness is cap- 
italism/imperialism spreading across the world, destroying 
the earth and its peoples to satisfy its greed and need to 
Own everything--the rich get richer and fewer. 


The poor can continue to want more and have less--to 
pay 25% of their salaries to taxes and the rest to barely 
survive--to live in fear of the state and its ever-growing 
police forces--to live in ghettos and prison cells--to live 
in fear of continual FBI illegal harassments such as phone 
taps and sneak picture-taking, always in the name of intel- 
ligence, OR they can get up off their knees and fight back! 
i have chosen to fight back, to resist, to work with others 
in doing what is necessary to see that our children have a 
future in which they will have control of their own lives. 
From each according to their ability--to each according to 
their need. This resistance, like everything else, requires 
capital. The banks hold this necessary capital and are vul- 
neruhle, so they become a target. 


"Robbery" has been a worldwide strategy since the men/ 
hunters invaded and enslaved the women and children of 
ancient agricultural tribes. This “robbery” literally 
ripped off millions of Africans, destroyed their cultures, 
and made beasts of those who survived the slave ships. This 
‘“-obbery’” murdered and then confined the remains of native 
American tribes rich with cultures of respect for all Living 
things. This "robbery” has been the strategy of the very 


rich and very white ruling class used to conquer and destroy. 


But this strategy has more recently reached a turning point. 


In the hands of the working peoples of this earth, this “rob- 


bery” is dead. A new concept, expropriation, is born--to 
take rich private property for public use, to make the state 
pay for its own destruction. Today in Africa, in Asia, in 
Europe, in South America and in North America, expropriation 
is a tool used to finance the inevitable revolution. Expro- 
priation is only one of the many tools used to help expose 
and fight the real robber barons of the world. 
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A close study of the actions and communiques of the 
GJB will clearly show that there is no desire or intention 
to harm any member of the working class. The immediate 
goals, as i see them, are to point out the crimes of the 
ruling pigs, to strike repeated solid blows to the belly of 
the beast (the oppressor state), and to encourage others to 
fight back by demonstrating that it is possible to do so. 


The purpose of this room--all the big words used here, 
the games of slick dressing, the games of procedure, and the 
life-and-death power given to a few elite men, is only 
another example of white, patriarchal ruling class intimida- 
tion. i consider this court to be a disgusting and sick 
mockery of justice. Guilt is commonly defined as feeling 
remorseful for having done something wrong. i feel no 
regret at having entered the U.S. National Bank in 
Wilsonville, Oregon, on February 7, 1977, handing a teller a 
note, and leaving with $7,753. i do not consider it wrong 
to participate in the act of expropriating the real robbers/ 
Criminals. Nor do i consider it wrong for the people, 
felons or not, to possess a weapon. The people must be 
armed, and that is why i carried a firearm during the bank 
robbery.

COMMUNIQUES 
DEALER BOMBED 


Seattle Sun: 


Tonight we bombed the S. L. Savidge new car dealership 
in support of the four-month-long strike by the Automotive 
Machinists Union, Lodge 289. Sheet Metal, Teamsters and 
Automotive Painters unions have also been on strike against 
the dealers for several months. We chose S. L. Savidge in 


‘particular because he was identified by striking workers as 


one of the leaders of the car dealers’ attempts to break the 


Also, on October 6, we attempted to test an incendiary 
bomb at Westlund Buick as punishment for Westlund's role as 
president of the 52-member King County Automobile Dealers“ 
Association. The device failed to detonate. (To verify 
that we placed the device: the timer was a white plastic, 
60-minute kitchen timer with red numbers; and the gallon bot- 
tle of gasoline and sulfuric acid was wrapped with cheese- 
cloth containing a potassium chlorate solution.) 


It is clear that the bosses only want more profit for 
themselves at the expense of their workers. In this par- 
ticular strike, the bosses are clearly trying to break the 
union in an attempt to get more profit for themselves. The 
best strategy against this union-busting attempt is to cost 
the bosses more than they gain by employing scabs. 


We therefore encourage all people to support this 
workers' struggle. There are many ways to express support, 
some are more comfortable than others. Choose one of the 
following and act. 

1. Don't cross a picket line for any reason! 
Take your business elsewhere or wait until 
the strike is settled. 


Tie up the dealers’ phones! Call in as a 
concerned person and complain, or cail from 
a phone booth and leave the line hanging.

George Jackson Brigade Communique 


On the night of November ist, we bombed the Phil Smart 
Mercedes Benz dealer in Bellevue in retaliation for the mur- 
ders of our German comrades of the Red Army Faction. This 
punitive action is in solidarity with the thousands of free- 
dom fighters throughout Europe and around the world who have 
taken up the counterattack against the real terrorists: the 
international imperialist ruling class and all its instru- 
ments of terror. 


This action is dedicated to: 


Ulrike Meinhof, a political prisoner who 
was raped and strangled in her maximum secur- 
ity isolation cell in Stammheim, the special 
fortress prison in Stuttgart, Germany, on May 9, 
1976. The official coroner's verdict was sui- 
cide. 


Andreas Baader and Jan Carl Raspe, politi- 
cal prisoners who were shot in the back of the 
neck in their separate isolation cells in the 
Same prison on October 18, 1977. The official 
coroner's verdict was suicide. 


Gudrun Ensslin, a political prisoner who 
was hanged from an electric extension cord in 
her isolation cell on the same day that Buader 
and Raspe were shot, in the same fortress prison. 
The official coroner's verdict was suicide. 


We send a special message of support and revolutionary 
greetings to Irmgard Moller. She is a political prisoner at 
the same prison in Stuttgart, Germany. The state failed in 
its attempt to stab her to death with a broad knife. How- 
ever, her statement, made from a hospital bed, that she did 
not try to kill herself, means that her life is still in 
danger. The ruling class freely uses murder and torture to 
silence people who expose their terrorism. 


All four murdered freedom fighters, as well as Moller, 
were captured urban guerillas, members of the Red Army Fac- 
tion (referred to by the ruling class media as the "Baader - 
Meinhof gang"). They were tried and convicted under "excep- 
tional” laws--laws designed to give the German ruling class 
a freer hand in crushing popular dissent. These people were 
subjected to increasing physical and mental torture, sensory 
deprivation and isolation from each other, their friends und 
their lawyers. The German government's excuse for the tor- 
ture was the charge that these guerillas were directing 
armed activity in Germany from inside the prison. 
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The German ruling class has a bloody history of dis- 
posing of their political enemies. In the early days of 
Hitler Germany, the Nazis began this murderous practice by 
herding their enemies into concentration camps, shooting 
them, and łabeling it “an escape attempt." (Just like the 
murder of George Jackson at San Quentin.) Because the 
international capitalist class wants us. to forget its 
experiment with fascism, they now murder enemies through 
„suicides, instead of staged "escape attempts." 
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We chose Mercedes-Benz as a target because it is a 
German luxury car which is a favorite item of conspicuous 
consumption for ruling class bosses, and because of its 
association with Hans Martin Schleyer, late captain of Ger- 
man industry and unpunished Nazi war criminal. 


Schleyer was president of Daimler Benz, the manufactur- 
ers of Mercedes Benz. He was also head of the Union of Ger- 
man Employer's Association (a combination national chamber 
of commerce and manufacturer's association). He was also an 
economic advisor and close personal crony of the boss of the 
West German government. During World War II, he was a high- 
ranking Nazi SS officer in charge of war industries in Nazi- 
occupied Czechoslovakia. He was the perfect representative 
of "democratic" German capitalism. 


Schleyer was taken hostage by the Red Army Faction to 
win freedom for eleven of their captured comrades,’ includ- 
ing Ensslin, Baader and Raspe, who were murdered two weeks 
ago. Schleyer was executed in retaliation for those murders.

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They had to turn back after one block because the equip- 
ment was too heavy. About this time, Frank got home with 
the car, so we loaded it up with the weapons and ammunition 
and a bare minimum of clothes and other equipment and left. 
By the time we got to a safe place and unloaded, it was only 
about 5:30 or 6:00 p.m., just four or five hours since you 
were nailed, so Nora and Frank took the car back to the 


house to try to get one more carload of equipment out. 


They did an area check approach to the house and dis- 
covered four or five EP ou: cars apparently meeting in 
the school parking lot that faces Meridian (just where we 
always figured the police would use as a staging area to 
raid our house). Nora and Frank drove by thesé cars twice 
and were able to confirm that they were Feds by following 
one of them (a big, dark, four-door, Inspector-Erskine type 
sedan) as it moved into position behind and to the north of 
our house. Its license number (IVU 004) was almost the same 
as the license number of an almost identical Fed car we had 
spotted downtown some time ago (IVU 001). Nora and Frank 
left the area just as the raid began. 


So now we're in the process of summing up our mistakes 
and beginning to rebuild, once again from close to the 
ground, 


We have so far identified the following specific mis- 
takes that led to your capture and the raid on our house: 


1. We failed to take your day-to-day appearance 
seriously enough and didn't realize how dis- 
tinctive your hair style was and how closely 
it resembled a picture we knew the Feds had 
of you. This mistake cost us you, our great- 
est loss, both materially and emotionally, 
in a long time. 


2. Although we had sense enough to remove the 
dog's license tag anytime anyone went out 
with him, it never occurred to us to remove 
his rabies tag. This mistake cost us our 
base. 


3. We overestimated the security of our house 
and failed to develop clear emergency plans 
that would have allowed us to evacuate the 
most valuable equipment, tools, clothes and 
supplies first. This mistake cost us 90% 
of our supplies and equipment. 


We seem to pay dearly for small mistakes in this work. 


Overall, we made the mistake of too much doing with too 
little thinking and discussion. Since returning from Oregon, 
we quadrupled our workload with little or no change in our 
methods of work. During the last two months we did two bank 
robberies, four or five bombings, a thirty-page political 
statement, a major criticism of John Brown Book Club, and 
worked throughout on putting together another bank robbery. 
We were also working on a couple of other major actions that 
we can't talk about for security reasons. We also did four 
or five full tune-ups on our vehicles, built a canopy for

Tonight we bombed a railroad car containing new cars at 
the Convoy Transport Company in Kent, Washington. New cars 
are brought by railroad to Convoy and transported from there 
to new car dealerships in King County.

From the Start of this strike, the bosses have clearly 
been attempting to bust the Automotive Machinists Union as 
part of their continuing drive to get more profits for them- 
selves at the expense of workers. Their tactics have 
included slanderous attacks against the machinists in the 
news media, and court injunctions against mass actions at 
some dealerships. More recently, they have conspired with 
the news media in trying to suppress any mention of the con- 
tinuing strike. 


The local union hacks haven't done much better than the 
dealers. They have limited the "offical" battle to picket- 
ing, while neglecting to publicize rallies and mass actions, 
or to spread the word about the strike among other unions. 
The hacks on the King County Labor Council didn't even 
bother to put the struck dealers on their unfair list until 
after the machinists had been on strike for six months. 


But the workers have stood firm against these attacks 
and continued to build support for the struggle throughout 
their long and courageous strike. In August, over 800 
workers marched in the streets of Seattle in support of the 
Striking auto machinists. The machinists held a mass labor 
rally November 12 outside the dealer-sponsored Auto Show at 
the Kingdome. Striking machinists have frequently been 
joined on their picket lines by workers on strike against 
Boeing, and by the Firstbank Independent Employees' Associa- 
tion (Seafirst Bank Union), as well as others. Workers in 
the American Postal Workers Union and the Meatcutters Local 
81 proposed and passed resolutions in support of the mach- 
inists. On November 17, a mass celebration was held at the 
Westlake Chevrolet picket line, where machinists celebrated“ 
having been on strike for six months and vowed to continue 
sticking it out. On November 23, a group of striking mach- 
Inists picketed City Hall in an attempt to get the news 
media to cover their strike.

I am kept in Segregation, isolated from other 
“mainline” prisoners because I am a political 
threat to the “order and security of the jail." 
Although the keepers admit I have broken no jail 
rules and regulations, and have Caused no distur- 
bance to warrant being kept in disciplinary cells, 

I have been in such confinement for twenty months... 


„I spend twenty-three hours a day in my cell 
(six feet by seven feet); I am given midnight 
Showers every two or three days; no daylight 
enters the cell; is poor; there is 
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mostly the uncontrollable psychotics who are locked 
back here without supervision. They often rage for 
hours at a time, flood their cells, set their cells 
on fire; a few have played in and eaten their own 
feces. Under these and other pressures, at times I 
have reacted futilely, but my awareness of the 
incompetent and oppressive controls of the state 
seeps through and I quiet down, Struggling inwardly 
with repressed anger. 


I am an African, descendant of Africans trapped 
here in North America in the slave colonies. I am 
of the working class, an upholsterer, and common 
laborer when I have to be. So the contempt and 
indignities I suffer at the hands of the government, 
though directed at me in this instance, are a sam- 
ple of the indignity and contempt the government 
feels for African and working class people who are 
“politically suspect." 


Mark Cook is a black, ex-convict, prison organizer who 
was convicted of participation in Brigade activities on the 
testimony of a bribed heroin addict. His trials were and 
continue to be marked by government misconduct and deceit, 
Mark Cook has Steadfastly maintained his innocence through- 
Out. His case is still being appealed. 


Ed Mead, an admitted GJB member, is in 


general popula- 
tion at the 


State penitentiary at Walla Walla. Rita Brown, 
an alleged member of the GJB charged with numerous bank rob- 
beries, is in general population at the Marion County Jail 
in Oregon. Mark Cook, who denies complicity with the Bri- 
gade, and has a history of clearly non-violent political 
activity, has been held in solitary confinement in the most 
brutal of dungeons in the King County Jail for over twenty- 
one months. Both Rita and Ed are white. Mark Cook is black. 
His black skin is the sole "justification" for the arbitrary 
and degrading treatment he is subjected to. This kind of 
blatant racism is all too common practice by the ruling 
Class generally, and in their prisons and jails in particu- 
lar. 


ou should inform 


your ruling class bosses of the fol- 
lowing initial demands: 


1. Release Mark Cook into 


general population with 
full "privileges" 


immediately. 


2. Publish in the two major Seattle newspapers a 
detailed report of exactly what fire codes are 
being violated, and what is being done to cor- 
rect them and bring the jail up to code. 


3. Publish in the two major Seattle newspapers 
detailed plans for the emergency evacuation 
and rescue of prisoners in the jail in case 
of fire. 
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4. Make an examination by licensed medical person- 
nel from outside the jail available to all of 
the people in segregation. Have licensed med- 
ical personnel from outside the jail do a thor- 
ough investigation of the medical conditions 
in segregation and publish a detailed report 
of their findings in the two major Seattle 
newspapers. This group should include people 
from at least the following medical disci- 
blines: Internal Medicine, Neurology, 
Ophthalmology, and Psychiatry. This group 
must also include people from the alternative 
medical community. 


You should inform your capitalist bosses that we hold 
them responsible for these demands, and that if they are not 
met within a month's time we will continue attacking ruling 
Class institutions, capital equipment, and persons through- 
Out the Pacific Northwest. These attacks will continue 
until these reasonable demands are met. 


We urge all progressive people in Oregon and Washington 
to join with us in this campaign to bring the King County 
Jail up to minimum standards of human decency. Some speci- 
fic things that people can do include: 


1. Call Spellman (344-4040) and Waldt (344-3855) daily 
and harrass them about these demands. 


2. Continually call the King County Jail (344-2641) 
and ask if Mark Cook is in general population yet- 
and why not. 


3. Write to Spellman and Waldt; stop by their homes 
and discuss these demands with them (see addresses 
at the top of this letter). 


4. Call the Fire Marshall (County 344-2573, City 
625-4077) and demand to know why they've allowed 
the jail to remain in operation when it's in viola- 
tion of the Fire Code. Demand that they enforce 
the Code at the jail. (If our homes were in viola- 
tion of the Fire Code, we'd be thrown out of them 
for not correcting the violations.) 


5. Call the Health Department (County 344-5210, City 
625-2161) and demand that they take action to cor- 
rect the lack of medical attention for those in 
Segregation. 


6. Sabotage Spellman's and Waldt's offices, homes, 
Cars, etc. 


7. Call and lodge a citizen's complaint with the 
County (344-3452) and City (625-4211) Ombudsman. 


8. Sabotage (Superglue, for example) any and all rul- 
ing class institutions (banks, supermarkets, insur- 
ance companies, etc.) and their capital equipment 
until these demands are met. 
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These actions are by no means petty. If they are taken 
up by enough of us, they would mean a hundred times more 
than any bomb. Mass activity will make the difference.

Dear ORCA, 


We have read your first issue and have the following 
criticisms to make: 


We think it was wrong to include Po Ford, Mark Cook and 
Michelle Whitnack in your chronology of the GJB. You gave 
no explanation of who these people were or what connections 
they had to the GJB. This makes it easy to assume that they 
did in fact have ties with the GJB. This is a violation of 
their personal security and a misrepresentation of the real 
facts. We also object to your omission of Michelle Whitnack's 
first name, making the list appear to be all men. 


We see ORCA as a sensationalistic paper. Our reasons 
are that the graphics used depicted arrogant men tossing 
bombs, giving a very narrow focus to armed struggle; use of 
the phrase “Sherman freed from police by GJB gunfire” in the 
chronology--this was taken from straight media sources, and 
ORCA had a responsibility to explain this to its readers. 


We have further criticisms of the graphics. They 
focused on terrorism (i.e., cover graphic); were insulting 
to serious revolutionaries (i. e., "I am a revolutionary 
because it is the best way to live.); the graphics roman- 
ticized armed struggle, were of only white men; there were 
no women or people of color anywhere in the paper; your 
emphasis was on guns, not on an analysis of armed struggle. 
These errors all show a lack of respect for the brigade and 
other revolutionaries practicing armed struggle, and make 
the brigade look like the irresponsible bomb-throwers the 
straight media wants us to believe they are. 


We criticize you for using only the straight press and 
no alternative media sources. This shows a lack of respect 
for anyone providing those sources and gives credence to 
the established media. 


Quite frankly, it makes us think that ORCA had heen put 
-out by agents or at least someone unfriendly to revolution- 
ary politics. 


The lack of security consciousness in the chronology, 
the total lack of analysis and the graphics all lead us to 
these conclusions. 

If ORCA is a seious attempt to facilitate discussions on 

armed struggle, then you must answer these criticisms.

Dear ORCA: 


I meant to respond earlier to your letter to the Left 

Bank Collective, but in the rush of events I didn't get 
around to it.
